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TTclWenemently "oppo^ell'WtJpfjoh A. This option makes NO sense geographically, sending my 
children halfway across town to an intermediate school (Jefferson) when a good intermediate 
school exists (Gentry) a few minutes away. I urge the committee to NOT use option A. 
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We moved here a year ago and bought our house based 1 onbejng in Rock Bridge High. None of 
these scenarios has us in p "'~ lyh "' H ^° »»%|B||||iliflP^^ were not 
thrilled to be in Russell Elem but decided in long term being in Rock Bridge High is more 
important now these scenarios does not have us in it at all. The boundaries do not make sense 
in this town. While Russell seems ok, we are closer to Fairview. For high school these scenarios 
put us in a high school farther than we are to Rock Bridge. DOESN T MAKE SENSE 
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Since my husband and I both work and Scenario A both high school and intermediate would 
enable us to volunteer and be a part of our children's school community. 
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Scenario A intermediate: -like— -Since we have three children in three different schools, 
scenario A would enable us to easily participate in the family activities and volunteer our time 
and resources at our school. -It will help build community as it pulls from closely surrounding 
schools -It will make it possible to carpool with neighbors to after school eventsScenario A 
high school: -like- -Since we have children in different schools, the convenience of scenario 
A high school benefits our family in it's ability to participate and volunteer at school and in 
school activities. -We will have a children starting in one high school and we will have to 
either switch schools so all three can go to the same school and/or wait for the transfer policy tc 
be announced.

Based on the figures I saw at the public forum 1 at : RBHS/ each scenario 
f seefrie§'to rtlve a margin of plus/minus about 50 students. I recognize that each request for 
consideration may add up to more than the 50+/-; however, my perception from the public 
forum was that the redistricting committee was VERY much interested in neighborhood input 
and how the neighborhood traffic patterns actually operate. My 10th grader has several friends 
on Hillshire and Martinshire and she walks to their houses. Although this request is not to 
preserve my 10th graders friendship patterns, it does illustrate the neighborhood patterns. 
Additionally, adults walking in the neighborhood (and down to the MKT trail) walk all over and 
through this subdivision...crossing back and forth between districts, as proposed by Approach 
B.Aside from the issue with my subdivison/neighborhood, Approach B seems to work well 
overall, with the exception of the area north of Broadway should probably be reassigned to HHS 
or Battle. However, since I do not live there it may be presumptuous of me to recommend 
reassigning that area. I. think if I did live north of Broadway and east of College Avenue, I 
would want my children to attend HHS because of proximity .Approach A works for my 
neighborhood, as all of the neighborhood is assigned to the same school: RBHS. However, it 
looks like it makes the El Chapparral neighborhood an island to go to Rock Bridge when it is 
surrounded by Battle assignments. That seems very strange to me.Approach C keeps our 
neighborhood together, sending the students to HHS. Although I would rather my 6th grader 
attend RBHS because her sister attends RBHS, I can't really complain that the neighborhood is 
split up. However, there is an island of RBHS assignments surrounding the area around Albert- 
Oakland Park. That seems ill conceived and a burden for families to drive down to RBHS 
through HHS and Battle areas. I think the committee should reconsider assigning this island to 
Battle and taking the entire area south of Chapel Hill (and west of Forum) and reassigning that 
area to RBHS.In the public forum at RBHS, it was made clear that one of the major 
considerations for redistricting was to attempt to even out the Free & Reduce Lunch student 
ratio; however, my perception was that there was NO scenario where things would be equal 
among all three regular high schools. And to compensate for this unequal ratio, schools with 
high proportions of Free & Reduced Lunch students would have a lower student population. I 
think having a lower student population is a thoughtful and appropriate approach to addressing 
the concerns, and I support that solution. But I would consider the redistricting committee and 
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school board to take that idea one step further...where natural boundaries exist - keep to them, 
and then further compensate with reduced student populations at schools that end up with 
higher Free & Reduced Lunch students. As a taxpayer and a parent, I am ok with having a 
higher .population of students and not quite as much student support services (at RBHS for 
•^example), if it means making the high school boundaries logical and not artificially pieced 
together to try manufacture a socio-economic balance that will be impossible to achieve and 
maintain.In regards to the Intermediate School Boundaries, Approach C is the only approach 
that doesn't break up our neighborhood (as described in Approach B for the high schools). 
Approach C sends the students to West. Approach A sends half the kids to Jefferson and half 
the kids to West. Approach B flip-flops which half of the neighborhood goes to West and which 
half to Jefferson. As described above, I think it is wrong to split up our subdivision (Approach A 
or B for the Intermediate Schools). In terms of WHICH school the neighborhood goes to, either 
West or Jefferson are of equal distance practically, so the specific assignment doesn't really 
matter in my opinion. But do try to keep the neighborhood together for intermediate school,-. 
too.Thank you for your work on behalf of the school district. I can imagine that it is 
challenging to balance the competing priorities. I hope that this letter provides some insight for 
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Approach A is the best option. It puts forth logical school boundaries and it is wise to have 
elementary student cohorts remain together into intermediate school to the extent possible.

I really like Scenario A High School. It seems logical and straight forward.However....what 
hannpnpri tn Hip Tnfprmediatp marj? It is not loaical at all and dices up the city into a million 
pieces. I do not vote for this choice because of the hodge-podge intermediate. 
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Intermediate School Boundary Approach A:I do not like this approach at all as it breaks some 
elementary school cohorts into several intermediate schools. My children attend Mill Creek and 
breaks that school in to at least 3 possibly 4 intermediate schools. Then it brings them all back 
to the same high school. It is so hard for kids to continually have to make new friends every 
three years, especially once they reach an age where peer support is so important! 
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I think that it is desirable to allow kids to maintain their peer groups throughout childhood. The 
school board should redraw the elementary school boundaries so that future cohorts of children 
may go to high school with the same kids that they went to kindergarten went (assuming no 
rpciHpriHal rploatinns orcurt Currently mv elementary school is split between 2 high schools in 
each of the scenarios (and 2 intermediate schools in 2 of the 3 approaches). 
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Approach A creates an attendance area that is so wide spread that it destroys 
relationships/communities developed within neighborhoods and bus routes during elementary 
and middle school years. Approach A Intermediate is bad for communities and relationships. 
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Intermediate Approach A does exactly the opposite of what the Approach was suppose to 
achieve. Under Approach A, Mill Creek children are split into multiple intermediate schools. 
Approach A is also very difficult for those already enrolled in Gentry that would get shuffled to 
Jeff Jr for just 9th grade. By the time they develop new relationships, you shuffle them again 
and send them to 3 different high schools. Approach A destroys valuable relationships 
developed durinq critical transition years. 
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The thought of my son spending 2 years at Gentry, 1 year at Jeff and 4 years at Rock Bridge 
sounds crazy any way you look at it. Under Approach A - Intermediate...My son would get 
shuffled to Jeff for 9th grade in an effort to balance out some demographics. An effort needs to 
be made to Grandfather those already enrolled at Gentry so they are not transfered to Jeff for 1 
year leaving behind all the friends and bonds made with kids and faculty when the consistency 
could exist. 
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Intermediate Approach A completely contradicts the stated goal on Page 8 of your presentation 
which says the Approach intends to "Minimize splitting elementary school cohorts feeding to 
new intermediate schools attendance areas..." Intermediate Approach A takes everything 
consistent in their lives and throws it away at a very vulnerable point in their life. They lose a 
majority of their Mill Creek bonds, they'll arrive at Jeff Jr and attempt to start new friendships 
only to have the school split into 3 separate high schools. We all know, consistency is critical at 
this stage of their life.... I see a lot of transition issues with Intermediate Approach A. 
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Intermediate Approach A is a blatant attempt to balance out demographics in Jefferson Jr. 
without concern for the ramifications of such changes to those impacted. Under Approach A for 
Intermediate, their alliances and friendships are pulled from them at the most critical time in 
their young lives only to make some statistical samples come out better and appear more 
balanced. 
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The Intermediate School - Approach A adds an unnecessary burden on families and prevents 
kids from riding their bike and/or walking to school. Jefferson Jr. High is over 3 times further 
from home for daily travel. By driving by Gentry and heading to Jeff Jr. the school district would 
be adding at least 10 miles per day to the daily commute of our son(s). That number grows 
substantially when you add in after school activities and events for parents. Over a 3 year periot 
this equates to thousands of extra miles by bus or car. My son already spends 40-50 minutes or 
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the bus from our house to Gentry.. ..I can only imagine how long he would be on the bus 
headed to Jeff Jr. Adding this additional commute creates additional risk to their daily routine - 
we all know the more they are on the road, the more likely they are to be involved in an 
accident. This additional risk is unnecessary when there are plenty of children more centrally 
located to populate the school. In addition, the additional travel time takes away from quality 
time at home where families already struggle to get ample time together. We need to focus on 
getting children safely to school and back home as quickly as possible. Approach A contradicts 
all efforts aimed at trying to get children to walk and/or ride their bikes to school. I thought we 
developed these bike trails for a reason? In summary, Approach A- Intermediate School 
Boundary causes, unnecessary risk, loss of family time and eliminates the option of 
ridinq/walkinq to school. 








Approach A for Intermediate Schools divides up Mill Creek Elementary school into 4 different 
intermediate schools. This does exactly the opposite of what this approach was trying to 
achieve. I believe the idea was to keep more children together out of elementary school. When 
the kids eventually go to high school they would be divided once again into the 3 high schools. 
Friendships will be severed and support groups will be divided. This is very destructive for the 
kids and the worst of the three intermediate options. . ■ - ■ . . 
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Intermediate Approach A appears to be just an attempt to balance out demographics at Jeff Jr. 
High, and nothing more. The Approach takes a path diagonally through the city stretching from 
the far southwest corner of town to the distant northeast corner of the city. In order to achieve 
this balance with our kids, they are treated like weights on a scale in an effort to achieve the 
perfect mix. Unfortunately, our kids are not the ingredients of a recipe. They can't be ripped 
from their friends and communities, thrown into the mix for 3 years, and then be extracted and 
thrown into another mix for 4 more years. They are much more complex and the ramifications 
are much too severe. Approach A for Intermediate is a frightening option. 
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Throughout elementary school our children have been involved in a number of activities with 
their friends at Mill Creek Elementary school. They forged great friendships through activities 
like girl scouts, student council, safety patrol, dance, softball, soccer, etc. Approach A for 
Intermediate schools threatens to tear apart some of these activities as the children will no 
longer be able to participate with many of their friends in sports and other educational groups. 
Approach A divides Mill Creek into 4 slices, mixes them up at Jeff Jr., then spits them back out 
into 3 different high schools. This Approach destroys the type of community the Mill Creek has 
been trying to build for the last 6 years. 
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The Intermediate School - Approach A creates an unnecessary burden on families and prevents 
kids from riding their bike to school. Gentry is 2.4 miles from our home while Jefferson Jr. High 
is over 6.5 miles away. We would litteraly drive by Gentry on the way to Jeff Jr. And the school 
district would be adding at least 8.2 miles per day to our daily commute. That number grows 
substantially when you add in after school activities and events for parents. Over a 3 year perioc 
this equates to thousands of extra miles by bus or car. In addition, it's not a fast trip. The drive 
takes you directly through the MU campus and downtown Columbia during some of the busiest 
times of the day adding to the already congested streets in Columbia. The other unfortunate 
outcome is that our kids will not be able to ride their bike or walk to school utilizing the bike 
paths and sidewalks developed by the City of Columbia. Intermediate Approach A puts children 
and parents at a disadvantage and is bad for the Columbia Community. 
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This is our Favorite approach as it is the Safest for our children. Less commuting equals less 
risk. 
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Any of the three high school plans make sense to me. My concern is more the intermediate 
school plans. We live within the 1 mile radius of Gentry Middle School, yet 2 of the proposed 
plans have us traveling to Jeff for intermediate school. Passing one school to get to another 
one simply makes no sense to me. As such, I would encourage the Board to consider allowing 
transfers if the student is within the walking radius of the school. 
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This is my preferred scenario-I believe that, although it doesn't solve everyone's problems, it is 
the most balanced approach. 
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Under Approach A for Intermediate, you're going to separate our family across the city and 
make it impossible for our high school daughter to help out with our middle school daughter. 
Approach B or C will keep the girls at Gentry Middle School and Rock Bridge High School. With 
my wife and I both working, you're going to create a hardship on our family by splitting the girls 
us by such a distance under Approach A. The school day and after school activities will be much 
more difficult than it needs to be. 
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Students in the Thornbrook Subdivision would be best served by attending Gentry Middle 
School. It is the closest intermediate school to this residential area.

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In Intermediate Approach A, you have a very small section of Mill Creek kids going to Smithton, 
then going back to RB for high school. While I don't think all of Mill Creek needs to stay 
together, I don't think it's right to send this small chunk of kids to Smithton with mostly 
Hickman kids and then ship them back to RB for h.s. 
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It is concerning that Gentry is near capacity in all three scenarios ...and the others seem to have 
much more room for growth, even though they are not in areas as likely to see the growth. I 
understand there are limitations because Gentry is the only school south.. ..but I would like to 
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see specific goals set to address the overcrowding in the schools south of town! 








I will have kids in three different school. Mill Creek, intermediate schools and Rock Bridge. I 
drive my kids to school (obviously by choice).. .but it would be quite frustrating to drive right 
past Gentry (we live ~ 1 mile from there) to go to Jeff. Suggested by a friend, I did a 
MapQuest to see the difference over the course of just 3 years - and it would result in over 700C 
additional miles drive time. Instead of 3 miles round trip to and from school at Gentry each day, 
it would be 30 miles round trip to and from Jeff each day. It comes back to the theory that Dr. 
Belcher said ....families would NOT have to drive past one school to get to another!!!! 
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I don't think that the purpose of this approach, to minimize splitting elementary schools, is even 
remotely met for Mill creek Elementary. They are divided into 4 schools. Not to mention that it 
takes a substantial group of people who are just over lmile from Gentry and drives them over 7 
miles each way to Jeff. While Jeff is a great school, and I am a graduate of that school, the 
additional drive seems unnecessary - especially when it was stated earlier in the process that 
you would not have to drive by one school to get to another! !The High School portion of A is 
appealing though 
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Our family prefers Approach A given the 1.8 mile proximity to our house which would allow our 
child to ride his bike to school or a 5 minute drive by car. In comparison, Approach B and C are 
not safe bike routes and 5 miles away. In regards to all CPS school buildings (elementary, 
intermediate and h.s), Gentry is the closet building to our house. For example, Miilcreek and 
Rockbridge HS are further away from our house. Therefore, it seems illogical that in Approach 
B and C Gentry is not proposed for our attendance area. 
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I live in Thornbrook. According to approach A, my children will go to West intermediate school. 
It's too far from my house comparing with Gentry intermediate school. Also, if my first one go tc 
West and second one still stays at Mill Creek, it's hard to make trips to drop off and pick up 
both. 
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As a household that has two parents working yet want to be involved in our children's school 
(volunteering, attending open houses, parties) Scenario A intermediate and high school enables 
us to be active participants in our children's school/education. 
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This Approach (A) makes the most sense by busing kids to the closest school therefore 
minimizing travel distances and cost. This would be the safest approach for Columbia children. 
The less the travel time, the less the risk.

It makes sense to me to have the entire area bordered by Chapel Hill (on the 
north) and Forum (on the east) fold into the RBHS, as Chapel Hill and Forum are major streets 
that divide neighborhoods.

Lane* Cherry Ridge CourtAlthough one can access the streets from Chapel Hill via 
Martinshire, the neighborhood traffic patterns are such that Limerick Lane (from Chapel Hill) anc 
Katy Lane (from Forum) are also major feeder roads into the neighborhood. For example, a car 
driving from RBHS to all of these streets above is most likely to drive north on Forum and turn 
onto Katy Lane to access these streets, driving through what is proposed in Plan B as HHS area. 
I assume this would be the same for a bus coming home from RBHS.. .it would drive through 
about 3 blocks of HHS houses to get to the RBHS houses.I would urge you to please reconsider 
this little pocket of streets for Approach B to be included in the RBHS area. I find it difficult to 
believe that these 15 small roads (or parts of roads) would dramatically alter the Free & 
Reduced Lunch ratio. Based on the figures I saw at the public forum at RBHS, each scenario 
seemed to have a margin of plus/minus about 50 students. I recognize that each request for 
consideration may add up to more than the 50+/-; however, my perception from the public 
forum was that the redistricting committee was VERY much interested in neighborhood input 
and how the neighborhood traffic patterns actually operate. My 10th grader has several friends 
on Hillshire and Martinshire and she walks to their houses. Although this request is not to 
preserve my 10th graders friendship patterns, it does illustrate the neighborhood patterns. 
Additionally, adults walking in the neighborhood (and down to the MKT trail) walk all over and 
through this subdivision...crossing back and forth between districts, as proposed by Approach 
B.Aside from the issue with my subdivison/neighborhood, Approach B seems to work well 
overall, with the exception of the area north of Broadway should probably be reassigned to HHS 
or Battle. However, since I do not live there it may be presumptuous of me to recommend 
reassigning that area. I think if I did live north of Broadway and east of College Avenue, I 
would want my children to attend HHS because of proximity .Approach A works for my 
neighborhood, as all of the neighborhood Is assigned to the same school: RBHS. However, it 
looks like it makes the El Chapparral neighborhood an island to go to Rock Bridge when it is 
surrounded by Battle assignments. That seems very strange to me.Approach C keeps our 
neighborhood together, sending the students to HHS. Although I would rather my 6th grader 
attend RBHS because her sister attends RBHS, I can't really complain that the neighborhood is 
split up. However, there is an island of RBHS assignments surrounding the area around Albert- 
Oakland Park. That seems ill conceived and a burden for families to drive down to RBHS 
through HHS and Battle areas. I think the committee should reconsider assigning this island to 
Battle and taking the entire area south of Chapel Hill (and west of Forum) and reassigning that 
area to RBHS.In the public forum at RBHS, it was made clear that one of the major 
considerations for redistricting was to attempt to even out the Free & Reduce Lunch student 
ratio; however, my perception was that there was NO scenario where things would be equal 
among all three regular high schools. And to compensate for this unequal ratio, schools with 
high proportions of Free & Reduced Lunch students would have a lower student population. I 
think having a lower student population is a thoughtful and appropriate approach to addressing 
the concerns, and I support that solution. But I would consider the redistricting committee and 
school board to take that idea one step further...where natural boundaries exist - keep to them 
and then further compensate with reduced student populations at schools that end up with 
higher Free & Reduced Lunch students. As a tax payer and a parent, I am ok with having a 
higher population of students and not quite as much student support services (at RBHS for 
example), if it means making the high school boundaries logical and not artificially pieced 
together to try manufacture a socio-economic balance that will be impossible to achieve and 
maintain.In regards to the Intermediate School Boundaries, Approach C is the only approach 
that doesn't break up our neighborhood (as described in Approach B for the high schools). 
Approach C sends the students to West. Approach A sends half the kids to Jefferson and half 
the kids to West. Approach B flip-flops which half of the neighborhood goes to West and which 
half to Jefferson. As described above, I think it is wrong to split up our subdivision (Approach A 
or B for the Intermediate Schools). In terms of WHICH school the neighborhood goes to, eithe 
West or Jefferson are of equal distance practically, so the specific assignment doesn't really 
matter in my opinion. But do try to keep the neighborhood together for intermediate school 
too.Thank you for your work on behalf of the school district. I can imagine that it is 
challenging to balance the competing priorities. I hope that this letter provides some insight for

If this scenario is recommended to the board (I suspect 
that it will be), I hope strong consideration is given to close proximity transfers. I understand 
that Lange and Oakland have substantial overlap when the one mile radius is drawn for each 
school.

To avoid a bunch of ridiculous litigation 
I hope that the district may allow a broader grandfathering of existing attendance areas as long 
as the families are responsible for their own transportation (to avoid added cost to the district). 
Perhaps the district could allow existing 8th and 9th graders (possibly even 7th graders) the 
option of staying where they would have gone through completion of 12th grade, with 
transportation being their families responsibility. There obviously has to be a firm cutoff at some 
point for grandfathering attendance waivers, but a couple of extra years would allow a 
reasonable time for those feeling the necessity to relocate.

which is south of Chapel Hill and West of Limerick Lane. I currently have a 10th grader 
at RBHS and a 6th grader at Smithton. Both of my children attended Ridgeway Elementary 
School (not Russell), thus we haven't had to deal with the issue of our neighborhood being split 
into two different elementary school areas (Russell & Fairview).I am most concerned, for my 
immediate neighborhood, about Approach B. This proposal shows a few blocks worth of houses 
in the HHS district (an area that is now currently RBHS), while just a few streets away houses 
remain in the RBHS district. It looks like this is because of the Russell School district 
boundaries. It makes sense to me to have the entire area bordered by Chapel Hill (on the 
north) and Forum (on the east) fold into the RBHS, as Chapel Hill and Forum are major streets 
that divide neighborhoods. The streets/courts this impacts are:* Limerick Lane (south of

Martinshire, the neighborhood traffic patterns are such that Limerick Lane (from Chapel Hill) and 
Katy Lane (from Forum) are also major feeder roads into the neighborhood. For example, a car 
driving from RBHS to all of these streets above is most likely to drive north on Forum and turn 
onto Katy Lane to access these streets, driving through what is proposed in Plan B as HHS area. 
I assume this would be the same for a bus coming home from RBHS.. .it would drive through 
about 3 blocks of HHS houses to get to the RBHS houses.I would urge you to please reconsider 
this little pocket of streets for Approach B to be included in the RBHS area. I find it difficult to 
believe that these 15 small roads (or parts of roads) would dramatically alter the Free & 
Reduced Lunch ratio. Based on the figures I saw at the public forum at RBHS, each scenario 
seemed to have a margin of plus/minus about 50 students. I recognize that each request for 
consideration may add up to more than the 50+/-; however, my perception from the public 
forum was that the redisricting committee was VERY much interested in neighborhood input 
and how the neighborhood traffic patterns actually operate. My 10th grader has several friends 
on Hillshire and Martinshire and she walks to their houses. Although this request is not to 
preserve my 10th graders friendship patterns, it does illustrate the neighborhood patterns. 
Additionally, adults walking in the neighborhood (and down to the MKT trail) walk all over and 
through this subdivision...crossing back and forth between districts, as proposed by Approach 
B.Aside from the issue with my subdivison/neighborhood, Approach B seems to work well 
overall, with the exception of the area north of Broadway should probably be reassigned to HHS 
or Battle. However, since I do not live there it may be presumptuous of me to recommend 
reassigning that area. I think if I did live north of Broadway and east of College Avenue, I 
would want my children to attend HHS because of proximity.Approach A works for my 
neighborhood, as all of the neighborhood is assigned to the same school: RBHS. However, it 
looks like it makes the Ei Chapparral neighborhood an island to go to Rock Bridge when it is 
surrounded by Battle assignments. That seems very strange to me.Approach C keeps our 
neighborhood together, sending the students to HHS. Although I would rather my 6th grader 
attend RBHS because her sister attends RBHS, I can't really complain that the neighborhood is 
split up. However, there is an island of RBHS assignments surrounding the area around Albert- 
Oakland Park. That seems ill conceived and a burden for families to drive down to RBHS 
through HHS and Battle areas. I think the committee should reconsider assigning this island to 
Battle and taking the entire area south of Chapel Hill (and west of Forum) and reassigning that 
area to RBHS.In the public forum at RBHS, it was made clear that one of the major 
considerations for redistricting was to attempt to even out the Free & Reduce Lunch student 
ratio; however, my perception was that there was NO scenario where things would be equal 
among all three regular high schools.

the boundry lines to decrease the student population at Hickman. This included taking 
neighborhoods on the south side of Chapel Hill, neighborhoods in the Russel Blvd. area, 
Georgetown neighborhood and the Grasslands' neighorhood out of Hickman and sending the 
students to Rock Bridge High School. Several of those aforemetioned neighborhoods are in 
prestigious areas and moving them to Rock Bridge just skewed the numbers even more. I did 
not notice the change at first, but in the past several years, I have really noticed the community 
of Columbia really being divided between the two current high schools. This really saddens me 
and is very disappointing that our school board would approve such a change. I am a long time 
resident and an alumni of Columbia Public Schools, so I have really seen the changes in 
Columbia go from being a tight knit community to becoming a divided one in the past several 
years. The comments I hear are awful about Hickman being an inner city school, from parents 
saying they would never allow their child to attend Hickman. People have even moved to the 
south of Columbia so their child can go to Rock Bridge. This is a huge change from before. The 
redistricting in 1998 is what has caused the terrible attitude of adults in this community because 
the free and reduced lunch population is mostly at Hickman. When the free and reduced lunch 
population is as high as it currently is at Hickman and as low as it is at Rock Bridge, people who 
can afford to move will move. If the district would not have moved the neighborhoods to Rock 
Bridge in 1998, we would not be seeing the ugly attitudes that we are seeing today .The school 
that has a very high percentage of free and reduced lunch will not get a lot of parent support, 
because simply these people do not have the time or resources to help at their child's 
school.Now is the time to improve and fix the problem the board made in 1998. It will not be 
perfect but it will be better if the Map C is used for the high school boundries. There is a lot of 
research showing the higher SES(socioeconomic status) students are more successful than 
lower SES students. Lets try to even this out at the three schools as much as possible for the 
students. Please think about what is BEST for the students of this entire community and not 
just one school. 








As a former teacher in Columbia Public Schools, it is imperative that you divide the free/reduced 
lunch equitably between the high schools. Folks drive across town for dinner, for dance lessons, 
and for other various activities. Columbia is not a metropolis, and driving a short distance to 
school should not be prohibitive for anyone, especially when buses will do the transporting. A 
school. is what teachers make it, but likewise, to ensure that the SES is divided equally will make 
for a more stable community and get everyone away from the same old north vs. south 
mentality. I live in northeast Columbia in a nice middle class neighborhood. Crime is not an issue 
in my part of the city, as most people assume. According to the Columbia Police Department, 
crimes are committed as often in south Columbia as in central or north. We have to be 
instruments of change, and to change the mindset of Columbians, we have to eliminate the 
possibility for continued stereotyping. Approach C is the closest option that accomplishes that, 
and no matter what those who do not work in schools say, it is the best way to offer a fair 
education amongst all three schools.
